AIDS, Little Boys and the 
Catholics 


Bhagwan’s decade-old warnings 
are news to America. 


“You priests who have been 
teaching celibacy are responsible. 
Celibacy is the real perversion, but 
not a single man in the whole world 
has condemned celibacy. I say defi- 
nitely that celibacy should be made 
one of the most heineous crimes.”

“Father Bender, 53, was accused 
of having oral and anal sex with a 
Pottsville boy from the time the youth 
was 10 until he was 16 and with photo- 
graphing him engaging in acts with 
adult homosexuals…” 

“Allenton Bishop Thomas J.Welsh 
and other top diocesan officials knew 
about Father Bender’s activities and 
told the boy to tell no one, including his 
parents,” The Philadelphia Inquirer 
stated this on Jan.4, 1988 in a series of 
articles chronicling the sexually crimi- 
nal activities of local priests. Forced to 
make a public statement in the face of 
disclosure of widespread child moles- 
tation by Roman Catholic priests, the 
Roman Catholic church predictably 
portrayed the problem as being one 
concerning individual clergy mem- 
bers. The hypocricy of forced celi- 
bacy, which is the root cause of the 
sickness, is not mentioned in the ar- 
ticle. 

In a related article from The 
Oregonian, a Portland priest who con- 
tracted AIDS through a homosexual 
relationship inspired the headline: 
“Parish unites in support of priest with 
AIDS.” The article makes no mention 
of the priest’s breaking of his oath of 
celibacy, but instead concentrates on 
the courage of a man who would pub- 
licly declare his disease. The subse- 
quent “understanding” of parishioners 
inspires one woman to state that “You 
can see what a strong man Father Peter 
is. He is lifting us up to God. He's 
going to teach us how to love. God is 
going to do wonderful work in our 
parish, in our city, with AIDS, with 
priests.…” 

Having administered the holy sac- 
rament for at least four months after he 
was visibly ill, the priest “assured 
church officials that no parishioners or 
children from the parish school had 
been placed at risk.” Apparently con- 
tented with this assurance, the Port- 
land Archbishop emphasized the need 
for “compassion patterned on God's 
unconditional love.” God's represen- 
tatives have apparently become homo- 
sexual in the expression of such divine 
love. 

The Roman Catholic version of 
celibacy has another widespread 
manifestation. This is the sexual mo- 
lesting of children, particularly boys. 
It has reached almost epidemic pro- 
portions, with 35 cases currently on 
court records in the U.S. alone. When 


combined with the number of unre- 
ported cases caused by the tendency of 
the church to “deal” with the crimes 
internally rather than report them to the 
police, and the fact that some convicted 
priests molested as many as 35 chil- 
dren, the number of abused people 
becomes quite alarming. 

According to the article in the 
Philadelphia Enquirer, “ The sexual 
molesting of little boys by priests is the 
single most serious problem we've had 
to face in centuries,” said the Rev. Tho- 
mas Doyle, a Dominican priest and 
canon lawyer who has tried for two 
years to force the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence to deal with the issue.” The article 
also explains how “Houses of Affirma- 
tion” (actually rehabilitation centers 
for priests) throughout the country have 
retained psychologists specializing in 
pedophilia. Yet the problem, has been 
largely ignored by the church, despite 
escalating incidents over the past dec- 
ade. In one noted case, had the church 
acted according to the law, at least one 
ten year old would have been saved the 
devastation of being homosexually as- 
saulted by a Roman Catholic priest. 
According to the boys mother, “it turns 
out that this man has been molesting 
boys for 30 years, and the church knew 
his history. And I just feel my child de- 
serves more than that.” 

The article cites numerous cases 
where a priest has been transferred to 
another parish following complaints 
about his sexual practices. It does not 
appear usual for a priest to be sus- 
pended from active ministry because of 
such complaints. The article implies a 
reluctance on the part of the church to 
comply with state laws, and cites inci- 
dents where it has intentionally covered 
up its knowledge of child abuse. In at 
least one such case, the priest was trans- 
ferred into a new parish and continued 
to work with children. 

The Roman Catholic Church fos- 
ters feelings of guilt in its followers for 
their natural sexual urges. The same or- 
ganization demands celibacy from its 
representatives, implying that this de- 
notes spiritual consciousness. It then 
subverts evidence of the mental illness 
that this celibacy causes, at the risk of 
the children of its supporters. The 
church is plainly less interested in in- 
spiring awareness than in protecting its 
position. Through its silence and its 
dogma, it causes and condones the 
abuse of children for the pleasure of 
sick priests. 

Bhagwan has been telling the world 
about this for a long time. Perversion is 
inevitable where such repression ex- 
ists. This perversion has now escalated 
to the point of mental and physical 
cruelty to children. Yet even with this 
plain evidence on the pages of national 
newspapers, the real problem is not 


addressed. According to its own criteria 
of morality, the church is blatantly im- 
moral and has no scruples in its attempt to 
hide that immorality. Its administrators 
sacrifice the very sanity of its adherents 
in preference to dealing with thereality of 
the conditions they have created. 

By the same token, to look at this 
situation as unique to the Roman Catho- 
lic church is naive and irresponsible. Its 
exposure at a time when the protestant 
Moral Majority is consolidating its 
power before the approaching presiden- 
tial elections, is significant. What better 
maneuver for the Moral Majority than to 
discredit its Catholic competition in this 
way? But the real hypocricy that is intrin- 
sic to the whole Christian community is 
undeniable and shown clearly through 
crimes recently committed in a Christian 
fundementalist church in Seattle. The 
Roseburg News-Review reported that 
“Four Sunday school teachers at the 
Seattle church have been convicted of 
sexually assaulting children and three 
church counselors were found guilty of 
failing to report their knowledge of the 
sexual abuse.” 


The continual enforcement of strict 
moral codes within an atmosphere of fear 
and guilt results in the same sense of 
oppression as that created by celibacy. 
Such oppression will inevitably be re- 
leased through perversion. For adherents 
to any dogmatism the world over, the 
message is clear. The people to whom 
your spiritual well-being is entrusted are 
blind to their own mental health. They are 
hypocritical to the point of criminality. 
They are so fearful that they will sacrifice 
real human beings to bolster their failing 
belief systems. They are the corporate 
raiders of all that is vulnerable in this 
world. They are the mafia of the soul. 


Belgians 
Convicted in 
Child Sex Case 


Brussels (AP) — A court con- 
victed 16 persons in Belgium's biggest 
child sex case Monday, including the 
former head of the United Nations 
Children's Fund for Belgium. 

They were given prison terms of up 
to 10 years, but some lesser terms were 
suspended. Two defendants were ac- 
quitted. Most were arrested soon after 
the case came to light early last year and 
spent several months in prison before 
the trial, which revealed the existence 
of Belgian and international child sex 
rings. 

Several adults who lent their chil- 
dren for sex were among the defen- 
dants. Jozef Verbeeck, 63, former head 


| _of UNICEF-Belgium, was given a two- 


year suspended sentence. Michel Felu, 

47,a member of UNICEF Belgian staff 

who used the agency’s office and 

equipment to make pornographic pic- 
tures, was sentenced to eight years.

Germans Rewrite History 


On March 9, the petition committee 
of the German parliament in Bonn rec- 
ommended that the government con- 
tinue to deny Bhagwan entry into the 
country. 

The committee based its findings 
on the grounds that Bhagwan had made 
“false statements” to U.S. immigration 
officials and had “arranged 412 sham 
marriages.” 

The committee failed to note that 
they were confirming a decree which 
was originally enacted on October 18, 
1985, 10 days before Bhagwan was 
arrested in Charlotte, North Carolina. 
At that time the decree noted that 
Bhagwan’s entrance into Germany 
would be “against the public interest.” 

The German ban on Bhagwan was 
also in effect nearly one month before a 
plea bargain was arranged in a Portland 
court. Fearing for Bhagwan’s life in 
November, 1985 in an emotionally 
charged atmosphere and at the hands of 
a hostile U.S. government, His lawyers 
were persuaded to accept an Alford 
plea. While maintaining His inno- 
cence, Bhagwan agreed that the gov- 
ermment could have convicted Him on 
two out of 35 charges. 

One of those charges mentioned the 
arrangement of “at least one sham 
marriage.” 

The usual penalty for such misde- 
meanors would have been a total fine of 
$100. Bhagwan was charged a total of 
$400,000. 

At the time the original decree was 
passed in Germany, Ma Anand Sheela, 
Bhagwan'’s former personal secretary, 





was in that country after flecing 
Rajneeshpuram. While Bhagwan had 
accused her of a whole stack of heinous 
crimes and publicly called for her ar- 
rest, it was widely believed in Germany 
that the split was a trick. 

Sheela was putting out to the Ger- 
man press that she was trying to buy a 
hotel. Press rumors swelled and specu- 
lations were made about the central 
sannyasin commune.being relocated to 
Germany. Many citizens were afraid 
that Bhagwan would seek asylum there 
and that He and His sannyasins would 
take over several towns. 

In January, 1987, the German par- 
liamentclarified the phrase “against the 
public interest.” They claimed that the 
Rajneesh community was a “youth 
sect” whose members were in danger of 
losing their money and having their 
personalities permanently damaged. 

Sannyasins pointed out during the 
proceedings that the parliament was 
violating constitutional mandates to 
maintain neutrality in religious matters. 
The government then changed its ra- 
tionale for denial of entry in October, 
1987. Bhagwan couldn’t enter Ger- 
many because of his “convictions” in 
America. 

According to Swami Veet Chris- 
tian, a German attorney, the U.S. court 
ruling is insufficient grounds to prevent 
Bhagwan’s coming to Germany. Un- 
der immigration law, the federal gov- 
ernment is also obliged to consider 
Bhagwan'’s importance as a great spiri- 
tual master and teacher for thousands of 
German citizens. 


India Hinders Bhagwan’s Work 


Ample evidence exists to prove 
conclusively an alarming and continu- 
ing campaign of discrimination perpe- 
trated by the Indian government against 
Bhagwan and His disciples. 

Contrary to India’s constitutional 
guarantees of religious freedom, immi- 


gration officials keep a list of known 


disciples on their computers. If one is 
discovered trying to enter the country, 
he or she is turned away with no excuse 
or recompense given. 

Foreign disciples cannot reveal 
their true destination when applying for 
visas for India. If they do, they are re- 
fused. 

In Poona itself, political forces are 
afoot trying to seize the land on which 
Rajneeshdham is built. 

The Poona police are being ordered 
by “higher up” government officials to 
harass sannyasins on the city streets. 

Sannyasin mail from abroad is sub- 
ject to tampering from the General Post 
Office. When confronted with the fact, 
the Postmaster General apologized to 
Swami Anand Svabhava. He said that 
should post officials find it necessary to 
open mail, they would reseal it and 
place official stamps on the letters to 
indicate the reason why they were 
searched. 

Nevertheless, letters continue to be 
received already opened with no offi- 
cial marks stamped on them. 

Wild statements are made by public 
officials like Dr. L.S.Gilada, the secre- 
tary general of the Indian Health Or- 
ganization of Bombay, who falsely 
declared that Bhagwan had AIDS.

The Aids cure — a hope herenow 


Four years ago Bhagwan Shree 
Rajneesh declared to the world at large 
that a little known virus — scientifi- 
cally labelled HIV —1 — just discovered 
a few months before, would in time be- 
come a deadly worldwide epidemic 
that would possibly “kill at least two 
thirds of humanity.” His declaration 
and urgent remedial prescription of 
condoms and an array of other preven- 
tative measures to stop the spread of 
AIDS, were ridiculed by the interna- 
tional press. 

Four years later after hundreds of 
thousands of needless deaths, AIDS is 
still shrouded with outdated puritanical 
ethics, governmental bureaucracy and 
medical back-—biting. An international 
tribunal of priests and politicians is 
making sure that this sexually transmit- 
ted plague is still kept anonymously 
wrapped up in ethical metaphors 
which are sometimes so vague and soft 
you don’t know if AIDS is a disease, a 
feminine douche or a dietary supple- 
ment. 

This was made painfully clear at the 
First Global Summit Meeting on AIDS 
when it adjourned last month in London 

with the blunt admission by Jonathan 
Mann, the American director of the 
World Health Organization’s (WHO) 
AIDS program, that “We are still at the 
beginning of a worldwide epidemic 
whose ultimate dimensions and scope 
we cannot yet predict.” Not only has no 
cure been discovered but basic preven- 
tative measures are being blocked from 
worldwide dissemination by a 
smokescreen of puritanical ethics that 
lets you die before saying the word 
“condom”. 

Even in the most theoretically open 
of societies where you can buy physical 
sex on the corner, visual sex over the 
counter, and be bombarded with sexual 
innuendo all day long by public posters 
and billboards, you still can't openly 
talk about IT. According to Steve Rabin 
of Oglivy and Mather, the advertising 
firm hired by the U.S. federal govern- 
ment to develop its AIDS invitation 
program, “we can't even get the word 
“condom” on two of our three major 
television networks.” This is a coyness 
which may kill millions. 

In East Africa, where AIDS is 
slowly turning the landscape into a 
graveyard, Christian censorship has 
reached new peaks, warning the popu- 
lation against the dreaded “slim dis- 
ease” and admonishing citizens to 
“Obey God's law and live long.” 
Australia’s brand of clarity borders on 
“Marvel Comics” with posters na- 
tionwide warning aboriginals of dis- 
eases through an illustrated character 
called “Condoman” who touts the 
benefits of using “frenchies”. 

But death is nothing to be euphem- 
istically polite about. AIDS kills and 
kills painfully and incurably. It is an in- 
visible genetic wildfire which is cur- 
rently splitting and mutating faster than 


contemporary science can track it. Phy- 
sicians at the New Jersey University of 
Medicine and Dentistry last week re- 
ported the first case in the U.S. of infec- 
tion by a second deadly AIDS virus, 
HIV--2. The strain was first discovered 
in West-Africa in 1985: since then 
some 100 cases have been detected in 
Western Europe. The reason for con- 
cern: blood tests for HIV-1 do not 
always detect HIV-2, making it pos-

sible for the infection to slip through 
AIDS-screening procedures in blood 
banks. 

Indeed, so many divergent illnesses 
have been traced to the AIDS virus that 
leading researchers have concluded 
that the term “AIDS” no longer âde- 
quately describes the nature or fright- 
ening magnitude of the pandemic. 
AIDS-related complex (ARC), for 
example, has made tens of thousands of 
Americans gravely ill and has killed 
many others. But because the govern- 
mentally funded Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) has established a spe- 
cific definition of AIDS, those who die 
from ARC are not normally included in 
this weekly count of AIDS cases. So 
far, U.S. health officials estimate that 
there are as many as ten people with 
ARC for every one with AIDS. 

And in New York City last month, a 
state research program, in which the 
blood of every infant born during a 
month—long period was tested for 
AIDS virus antibodies, revealed an 
unexpected nightmare —one in every 61 
babies born carried the AIDS antibod- 
ies. “The evidence coming in from a 
number of quarters is starting to dove- 
tail, giving us the same message — and 
it's a bad news message,” said Dr. 
Stephen C. Joseph, the city’s health 
commissioner. 

If no concise informative campaign 
about preventing the spread of AIDS is 
taking place because of puritanical 
censorship and governmental bureauc- 
racy — then what is happening with the 
millions invested yearly towards a 
miraculous “cure” that medical re- 
searchers keep promising 
tomorrow … and tomorrow… and tomor- 
row? Nothing. 

Governmental funding is fueling its 
megabucks into high-tech “snip and 
slice” methods of genetic engineering 
and totally ignoring unorthodox re- 
search in the holistic sciences. Master 
and Johnson, for example,are currently 
pioneering breakthrough research into 
an AIDS-resistent vaginal jelly to 
eliminate the huge risk factor still in- 
volved in using condoms but Federal 
funding has totally dried up. According 


to Dr. Masters, “it was suggested [need 
not apply.” His is not the sort of science 
that wins prestigious prizes and obvi- 
ously lacks the appeal of the more 
glamorous molecular biology on which 
many an AIDS research scientist build- 
ing a career. 

Three years ago Bhagwan Shree 
Rajneesh also mapped out a field of 
enquiry into AIDS where a potential 
cure may be found. So far no experi- 
mental research has moved in this di- 
rection. His prophetic alarm of this 
approaching plague was ignored four 
years ago — please let’s not ignore His 
unorthodox but penetrating psycho- 
logical insight into a possible cure. 
Time is running out. 

“It is not inconceivable for me to 
say something about AIDS, although Î 
am not a physician. But neither is the 
disease AIDS just a disease. It is some- 
thing more, something beyond the limi- 
tation of the medical profession. As Ì 
see it, it is not a disease in the same 
category as other diseases — hence the 
danger of it… It is, basically, the inca- 
pability to resist diseases. One slowly, 
slowly, finds oneself vulnerable to all 
kinds of infections, and one has no 
inner resistance to fight those infec- 
tions. 

To me it means humanity is losing 
the will to live. 

Whenever a person loses the will to 





live, his resistance falls immediately, 
because the body follows the mind. The 
body is a very conservative servant of 
the mind; it serves the mind in a relig- 
ious way. If the mind loses the will to 
live, it will be reflected in the body by 
the dropping of resistance against 
sickness, against death. Of course the 
physician will never bother about the

will to live — that's why I thought it 
better that I say something. It s going to 
be such an enormous problem all over 
the world that my insight can be of im- 
mense help… 

It has nothing to do with either 
homosexuality or with heterosexuality. 
It has certainly something to do with 
sex. And why hasit something todo with 
sex? — because the will to live is rooted 
in sex. If the will to live disappear s, then 
sex will be the most vulnerable area of 
life to invite death. Remember perfectly 
well that I am not a medical man, and 
whatever I am saying is from a totally 
different point of view. But there is 
much more possibility of what I am 
saying to be true than what these 
so-called researchers are saying, be- 
cause their research is superficial. 
They think only of cases— they collect 
facts, data. That is not my way. Iam not 
a fact-collector. My work is not of re- 


search but of insight…l try to penetrate 
deeply, and I see clearly that sex is the 
phenomenon most related to the will to 
live. 

As it appears to me, the disease is 
spiritual. Man has come to the point 
where he finds the way ends. Going 
back is meaningless because all that he 
has seen, lived, shows him there was 
nothing in it; it has all proved 
meaningless.…In this situation if he 
loses the desire, the will to live, it is not 
unexpected… You suddenly feel you are 
an existential orphan. The existential 
feeling of being an orphan causes your 
will to live to disappear… Inside, you 
have lost hope, the hope has disap- 
peared. Religions could not help; they 
were pseudo. Politicians could not 
help… 

Man is becoming mature, aware 
that he has been cheated by the priests, 
by the parents, by the politicians, by the 
pedagogues. He has simply been 
cheated by everybody, and they have 
been feeding him on false hopes. The 
day he matures and realizes this, the 
desire to live falls apart. And the first 
thing wounded by it will be your sexu- 
ality. To me that is AIDS. 

AIDS has no other symptoms except 
that your resistance goes on dropping. 
At the most you can live two years if you 
are fortunate and don't get acciden- 
tally infected..And no treatment is 


going to help, because no treatment can 
bring back your will to live. 

What I am doing here is multidi- 
mensional. You are not fully aware of 
what 1 am trying to do; perhaps you 
may become aware only when I am 
gone. Iam trying to give you, not a hope 
in the future — because that has failed. 
lam trying to give you a hope herenow. 
Why bother about tomorrow? Because 
tomorrow has not helped. 


T am trying to make this very mo- 
ment fulfillment, a contentment so deep 
that there is no need for the will to live. 

The will to live is needed because 
you are not alive. 

The will keeps picking youup: you 
go on slipping down, the will keeps 
picking you up. I am not trying to give 
youa new will to live, 1 am simply trying 
to teach you to live without any will, to 
live joyously. And everybody is capable 
of living joyously. It is the tomorrow 
that goes on poisoning you. Forget 
yesterdays, forget tomorrows, this is 
our day! Let us celebrate it and live it! 

And just by living it you will be 
strong enough so that without the will 
to live you will be able to resist all 
kinds of diseases, all suicidal attitudes. 
Just being fully alive is such a power 
that not only can you live, you can make 
others aflame, afire…lf you are in- 
volved in the herenow you are com- 
pletely outof the area where infection is 
possible.”

Imagine a world where starlight is 
frozen and fashioned into tables, chairs 
and people. Time does not exist, and 
continuous creation is the only con- 
stant. Close your eyes…and the whole 
thing disappears. Mystic Disneyland, 
right? Wrong. This is how American 
physicist Fred Alan Wolf sees our eve- 
ryday world. 


Science is merging with mysticism, 
and there is no turning back. Physicists 
have discovered, as they penetrate the 
mystery of the atom, that in the world of 
sub-atomic particles, the world is made 
of light and the observer and the ob- 
served are one. 


Historically, science and mysticism 
have been the antithesis of one another. 
The mystic has explored the inexpli- 
cable, inexpressible realm of inner 
subjectivity, inner light. The scientist 
has measured and defined the outer 
world. However, when the physicist 
began to explore the phenomenon of 
light, he turned down a path on which 
the distinction between subjectivity 
and objectivity disappears. 


In the 18th century, Isaac Newton 
was convinced that light consisted, on 
the microscopic level, of little particles 
that obeyed the laws of mechanics. 
However, Robert Hooks and Christiaan 
Huygens, his contemporaries, thought 
that light was a wave. The controversy 
raged for centuries. Was light a wave or 
a particle? In the early 1900’s, Max 
Planck proposed that light is composed 
of “wave-like particles’ or ‘quanta’ of 
energy called photons. That is, light is 
neither a wave nor a particle, it is both. 

In the early 1900’s, Neils Bohr, a 
Danish physicist, developed the notion

that photons could be changed from 
light to matter and back again. Louis de 
Broglie, a French physicist, proposed a 
corollary: matter must also be com- 
posed of photons which are moving in 
a wave-like pattern. 

Then Werner Heisenberg studied 
the physics of atomic measurements. 
He concluded that, at any given mo- 
ment, it is impossible for the atomic

scientist to determine both the position 
and the momentum of the atomic par- 
ticle. He called this the “uncertainty 
principle,” because scientists could 
never be certain of more than one as- 
pect of a particle at a time. Furthermore, 
he found that the measuring activities 
of the scientist have an effect on the 
behavior of the particles. The objective 
world of the scientist has become like a 
‘gestalt’ picture of an old woman that 
changes into a young woman as you 
change your perspective. You can see 
the old woman, or the young woman, 
but not both; and it is the change of 
focus of the observer that determines 
what is seen, what is measured. 

At the level of the atom, the act of 
observation actually changes both the 
observer and the observed. For ex- 
ample, if you see a flower, the photons 
emitted by or reflected by the flower do 
not bounce off the surface of your eye 
like a tennis ball off the wall; it is more 


like the superimposition of two waves 
on each other. Both the flower and you 
have changed, the flower has reflected 
or has lost some photons and you have 
gained them. 

Post Newtonian quantam physics is 
full of these ‘ifs’ and ‘maybes.’ The 
observer is inextricably linked with the 
phenomena of the world he chooses to 


‘observe. The very act of his observation 


alters that world. 

Fred Alan Wolf has begun to ex- 
plore the implications that quantum 
physics has for the observer in his book 
‘Mind and the New Physics’ (Butler 
and Tanner, 1985). “It is my dream,” he 
said, “that quantum physics will bridge 
the gap between science and mysti- 
cism.” 

His book contains many new ideas 
which may be profoundly important for 
us all: 

— That atoms have egos, and they 
“love” and “hate” each other. 

— That the human ego is a contrac- 
tion, hence it has mass. It is the psychic 
equivalent of E=mc? 

— That we are all “multiverses’ 
unto ourselves. 

— That time does not exist, only 
space, motion and an observer. 

— That the future is more important 
than the past for deciding thepresent. 

— That the future already exists 
while the past is continuously being 
recreated. 

— We choose the world we live in 
by our observations. 


The lines between humanistic sci- 


ence and natural science are thinning,- 


and the language of quantum mechan- 
ics has begun to filter into everyday 
usage. We speak now of a person's 
‘vibe’ or ‘energy.’ ‘Uncertainty’ is 
both a scientific term and an existential 
one. 


Science is merging 
with mysticism, and 
there is no turning 
back. 





Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh, the most 
erudite mystic in history, is at the center 
of pioneering experiments in human 
dynamics. If the trend in science to- 
wards mysticism can be seen in the 
work of quantum physicists, the will- 
ingness of the mystic to embrace the 
scientific is apparent in the work of 
Bhagwan. 

“The head has to be dethroned and 
the heart has to be crowned 
again…science will have a totally dif- 
ferent flavor. 

“T would like to say that science is 
the ultimate value. And there are only 
two kinds of science, the objective sci- 
ence — that depends on the outside 
world — and the subjective science, 
which up to now has been called relig- 
ion. But it is better not to call it religion. 
It is better to call it the science of the 
inner and divide science into…subjec- 


tive science, objective science.”

“The concern with science is 
things, objects,” Bhagwan said in The 
Rajneesh Bible, Volume 5. 

“It is not concerned at all with the 
being. The word ‘being’ is just non- 
existential for the scientific mind. This 
is very idiotic, because he is a being 
himself, he is not a thing amongst other 
things. The scientist has something 
which other things don’t have: con- 
sciousness, life, being. But the problem 
for the scientist is his methodology 
prohibits him.” 

What this mystic is doing has not 
occured anywhere else in the arena of 
human enquiry. Bhagwan reveals the 
role of pure consciousness bridging the 
massive gap between science and 
mysticism.

Met de dood van Socrates begint het verval van 
een ontzagwekkend mooie en grote beschaving, 
die de wereld mensen schonk als Pythagoras, 
Heraclitus, Epicarus, Plotinus en vele anderen. 
De hele westerse beschaving dankt zijn wortels 
aan de Griekse geest. 

Om te begrijpen waarom Griekenland ver-

- is het nodig te begrijpen dat wanneer een 
beschaving een man als Socrates vermoord, 


Socrates niet vermoord wordt, maar dat de 
beschaving zelf wordt vermoord. 

De dood van Socrates moet eens begrepen 
worden, omdat zonder dat begrip Griekenland en 
haar intelligentie niet terug kunnen keren tot de 
hoogten die zij al gekend heeft. 

De democratie werd geboren in Griekenland, 
maar helaas zijn we tot nu toe niet in staat 
geweest de groten onder ons te tolereren of te 
vergeven.

de hele kunst van meditatie verborgen. Het 

wil zeggen gewoon stil te zijn, zonder 
gedachten, eenvoudig doordringen in je eigen 
bewustzijn, dieper en dieper, tot je je eigen 
centrum bereikt.

Denk je dat ze 
je missen? Denk je dat ze het zullen missen dat 
Niskriya er niet als een Chinees bij zit, dat 
zonder hem alles ontwricht is?

Het boeddhisme kent geen God, het jainisme 
kent geen God; er bestaan reeds religies die geen 
God hebben. 

Ik zie het probleem niet. 

Als je eerlijk bent dan ben je zuiver, ben je 
meditatief, ben je alert, dan ken je jezelf - als je 
de schoonheid van je wezen kent, de onsterfe- 
lijkheid van je ziel, de eeuwigheid van je bestaan, 
staat God nooit in de weg. Niemand heeft God 
ooit ontmoet. 

In deze drie spreuken “Wees, Ken je zelf, 
Houd maat’ wordt God niet genoemd, omdat Hij 
helemaal niet nodig is. Hij is een overbodige hy- 
pothese niet alleen onnodig, maar ook schade- 
lijk. Uit naam van God is zoveel wreedheid, 
geweld, zoveel bedreven en zijn zovele kruisto- 
chten begaan: Mohammedanen die Christenen 
vernietigen, Christenen die Joden vernietigen, 
Mohammedanen die Hindoes vernietigen, Hin- 
does die Boeddhisten vernietigen. En waarom? 
Omdat hun hypotheses over God verschillen. 

Het is een volslagen stommiteit, te vechten 
voor een hypothese. En eeuwenlang werden 
miljoenen mensen levend verbrand, alleen 
omdat hun hypothese over God anders was. 
Dergelijk vreemd gedrag is vertoond door het 
priesterdom van alle godsdiensten ter wereld en 
alles werd mogelijk gemaakt in de naam van 
God. 

Nog maar een paar dagen geleden maakte de 
Paus bekend aan alle katholieken ter wereld: “Je 
kunt niet direct bij God te biecht gaan”. 
Eigenaardig. Je zult moeten biechten via het 
juiste kanaal, anders zal dat het einde zijn van het 
priesterdom. Als je zonder tussenpersoon begint 
te biechten bij God, wat moeten die duizenden 
bisschoppen, kardinalen en priesters dan nog 
doen? Het is hun hele handel om te bemiddelen 
tussen jou en niemand. 

Er is een plaats in India, Surat, waar een 
kleine, plaatselijke godsdienst bestaat, maar met 
hele rijke aanhangers. Telkens als er iemand 
sterft neemt de hogepriester zijn geld aan en 
schrijft dan namens God een briefje waarop 
staat: “Deze som zal aan je worden uitbetaald 


etenschap alleen zal de mensheid 
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zodra je het paradijs bereikt.” De man sterft en 
het briefje wordt in de zak van de dode man 
gestopt, zodat hij zijn geld kan innen wanneer hij 
aankomt. 

Ik verbleef zo nu en dan in Surat in het huis 
van een vriend die deze godsdienst aanhing. Ik 
zei tegen hem: ”Je moet wel volslagen idioot 
zijn. Dat geld verdwijnt in de zakken van de ho- 
gepriester.” 

Hij zei: "Nee, dat is onmogelijk”. 

Ik zei: ” Laten we dan naar jullie begraaf- 
plaats gaan. We zullen een graf moeten openen 
om te zien of het briefje ernog is, of de maner nog 
is, of dat ze beide de hemel bereikt hebben. 

Hij aarzelde. Hij zei: "Maar dat is niet erg 
godsdienstig is. 

Ik zei: "Ik behoor niet tot jullie godsdienst. Jij 
blijft aan de kant staan . Ik graaf!” 

Ik groef dus een onlangs begraven man op en 
pakte het briefje. Hij had de priester 300.000 Rs 
gegeven. Ik zei: "Kijk zelf maar. Het briefje is 
nog hier, de man is nog hier en welk graf je me 
ook aanwijst kan ik voor je openen” 

Hij zei: Stop alsjeblieft met graven, laten we 
ervandoor gaan. Als iemand het ontdekt, zijn de 
moeilijkheden niet te overzien. Leg deze man op 
een of andere manier terug in zijn graf en steek 
het briefje weer in zijn zak. Dit gaat ons niets 
aan.” 

Maar ik zei: ”Dit wordt overal gedaan…” 

Waarom spreekt de paus zich zo scherp uit en 
komt hij tot de conclusie dat het een zonde is om 
direct tot God te biechten? Het is een krasse 
bewering. Je zult te biecht moeten gaan bij de

priester en de priester zal dan Gods erbarmen 
voor je regelen en hij zal je boete laten doen - en 
boete betekent een paar guldens! 

Ik hoorde eens dat een bisschop en rabbijn de 
beste vrienden waren. Ze hadden besloten om 
naar de golfclub te gaan en daarom probeerde de 
bisschop zijn zaakjes zo snel mogelijk af te 
handelen. Er stond echter een lange rij biechters 
te wachten. De rabbijn zat buiten in zijn auto te 
wachten. Uiteindelijk ging hij een kijkje nemen 
in de biechtstoel. Het hokje wordt middendoor 
gedeeld door een schot met een venstertje; aan de 
ene kant staat de biechter en aan de andere zit de 
priester. 

De rabbijn zei: "Het wordt laat”. 

De priester zei: ”’Ik handel mijn zaken zo snel 
mogelijk af, maar de mensen gaan maar door met 
biechten. Als ze biechten, biechten ze niet alleen 
de essentie maar: lange verhalen… Het lijkt wel 
alsof ze ervan genieten. Ze beschrijven ieder 
detail.”Ik heb iemand aangerand. Eerst gebeurde 
dit en toen dat…” Het is zo simpel: aanranding, 
tien gulden in de pot en wegwezen! 

De rabbijn zegt: ”Ga jij je maar verkleden. Ik 
weet er het fijne niet van, omdat in mijn gods- 
dienst de biecht niet bestaat, maar niemand weet 
immers wie er aan de andere kant van het schot 
zit, dus maak je maar klaar, terwijl ik de zaak 
afhandel. 

Een rabbijn blijft echter een rabbijn. De vol- 
gende man kwam binnen en zei: "Vader, vergeef 
mij. Ik heb weer iemand aangerand.” De rabbijn 
zegt: ”Stop maar twintig gulden in de lief- 
dadigheidspot.” De man zegt: “Maar dat is te 
veel. De vorige keer kostte het maar tien gulden. 





Zijn de prijzen verhoogd?” De rabbijn 
antwoordde: “Nee, de prijzen zijn hetzelfde - een 
tientje vooruit betalen. Nu kun je nog een keer 
iemand aanranden.” 

Wie zal het geld innen, wanneer er geen 
priesters zijn? En waar gaat het naar toe? 

God krijgt er niets van! God werd door de 
priesters uitgevonden om jou uit te kunnen 
buiten. God heeft niets te maken met religie. En 
het opschrift van de tempel van Delphi, Theo- 
dorus, geeft absolute duidelijkheid in deze drie 
spreuken. De religie is volmaakt. Al het overige 
is toegevoegde uitleg. 

Wees authentiek, waarachtig, oprecht en je- 
zelf - niemand anders, niet een persoonlijkheid 
maar een individualiteit, zonder masker, maar je 
oorspronkelijk gezicht. Wees en Ken Jezelf, kijk 
naar binnen, zie wat daar is. Je binnenste bestaat 
uittijdloosheid, uit extase. Het maakt je de rijkste 
mens op aarde. Het bestaat uit intelligentie, zui- 
verheid, liefde, compassie en alles wat groots is. 
Maar het zal je niet helpen om rijk te worden in 
de buitenwereld. Er zullen geen marmeren pa- 
leizen voor je gebouwd worden omdat je jezelf 
kent. En dat is wat “Maat houden” betekent. 

En dan is er geen conflict, geen tegen- 
strijdigheid. Je kunt meditatief en tegelijkertijd 
creatief zijn. In feite kun je creatiever zijn, 
wanneer je meditatief bent. 

Je kunt veel meer scheppen in de buitenwe- 
reld wanneer je dieper in je wezen geworteld 
bent: 

Deze drie spreuken omvatten een hele religie. 

Maar de mensen die deze hoogten bereikten, 
deze rijkdom verwierven, riepen weerstand op 
bij de middelmatige denkers. 

De rechter, die Socrates veroordeelde tot de 
gifbeker, vroeg - hij moet een man geweest zijn 
met gevoel en intelligentie - “Socrates, ik sta 
machteloos, omdat de meerderheid van het volk 
van Athene wil dat je gedood wordt. Maar ik kan 
je enige alternatieven aanraden: Je kunt Athene 
verlaten” - ir: die dagen was Griekenland immers 
geen natie, maar elke stad was een staat op 
zichzelf. Athene was een aparte staat, en eenmaal 
buiten de grenzen van Athene, golden de wetten 
van Athene niet meer. 

De rechter zei:”Ik kan het regelen. Jij zorgt 
gewoon dat je Athene uit komt. Het is niet 
nodig… ik zie niet in waarom je jezelf onnodig 
zou moeten vernietigen.” 

S komen opzoeken en bovendien heb ik mijn 

hele leven in Athene gewoond. Dit is de 
meest beschaafde staat in heel Griekenland. Als 
deze beschaafde staat mij niet kan tolereren, wie | 
zal me dan wel tolereren? Ik ben een oude man, 
ik heb geen energie om mijn academie of mijn 
school ergens anders op te zetten… terwijl ik weet 
dat het eindresultaat hetzelfde zal blijven. Het is 
uiteindelijk het beste om door de meest 
beschaafde deelstaat van het land vergiftigd te 
worden.” 

De rechter zei:”Er is nog een mogelijkheid: Je 
houdt op met spreken - want de enige reden 
waarom men zich tegen je gekeerd heeft is dat je 
door te spreken de mensen ontaardt, hun condi- 
tionering te niet doet. Houdt op met spreken, leef 
in stilte. Dat is goed op je oude dag.” 

Socrates zei:"’Zou ik vanwege angst moeten 
zwijgen? Neen. Je schijnt me niet te begrijpen. 
Als ik de waarheid niet uit kan spreken, wat is dan 
de reden voor mij om te leven? Als ik moet leven, 
dan moet ik ook de waarheid zeggen. Je hoeft je 
geen onnodige zorgen te maken. Als de meerder- 
heid besluit mij gif toe te dienen, dan is dat 


ocrates zei:”’De dood zal me in ieder geval 
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wellicht de manier waarop het bestaan mij tot 
zich wil nemen.” 

Een man met een geweldig moedig hart… 
maar met hem verloor Griekenland iets van 
essentiele waarde: de drijfveer om de waarheid 
te zoeken, heeft het de mensen. In feite, on- 
bewust bang gemaakt. om het woord waarheid 
zelfs maar te gebruiken. Als het leidt tot je dood, 
kun je je er beter niet mee bezighouden en nooit 
geen vragen stellen over de bijgelovigheid van 
mensen. Houdt gewoon je mond, blijf deel 
uitmaken van de kudde; dat is veiliger, zonder 
risico. 

En zodra mensen de wil verliezen om op 
zoek te gaan en op de een of andere manier, de 
waarheid trachten te ontdekken sterven zij. Ze 
vegeteren, maar zijn niet werkelijk levend. Ze 
verliezen hun waardigheid. 

Ik ben in Griekenland geweest en ik ben 
nooit mijn huis uit gegaan. Amrito - die hier vlak 
voor me zit - was mijn gastvrouw. Ze had een 
buitengewoon mooi paleis gevonden vlak bij de 
zee, op een eilandje. Sannyasins uit heel Europa 
kwamen daar bij elkaar. Wij hadden niets met 
Griekenland of met haar politiek te maken; we 
deden onze meditaties, we genoten, we dansten; 
en in twee weken ben ik niet één keer het huis uit 
geweest. 

Ik zou slechts vier weken blijven, maar de 
aartsbisschop van de Grieks-Orthodoxe kerk 
begon telegrammen te sturen naar de eerste 
minister, de president, naar de kranten - met 
uitspraken, dat ik het denken van de mensen zou 
beinvloeden. Ik ben niet eens mijn huis 
uitgeweest… 

Tenslotte dreigde hij, dat als ik niet onmidde- 
lijk Griekenland uitgezet zou worden, hij het 
paleis waar ik met mijn vrienden verbleef, zou 
opblazen. Dit zijn de mensen die ’God is liefde’ 
onderwijzen. Hij stond klaar om mensen te ver- 
moorden, om mensen levend te verbranden, 
mensen die niemand kwaad hebben gedaan. En 
de reden? - dat mijn verblijf in Griekenland de 
jeugd nadelig zou beinvloeden, dezelfde oude 
reden die tegen Socrates werd gebruikt. 

Ik kon het niet geloven: Hoe kan ik in vijftien 
dagen de moraal bederven en de godsdienst 
vernietigen? Ze hebben de moraal en de gods- 
dienst in tweeduizend jaar gecreëerd. En als 
deze moraal en godsdienst binnen vier weken 
door een toerist teniet kunnen worden gedaan, 
dan zijn ze het waard om vernietigd te worden! 

Ik werd gearresteerd. Ze hadden geen arres- 
tatiebevel; de minister-president werd bang dat 
door mijn verblijf zijn positie ondermijnd zou 
worden. De commissaris van politie kwam naar 
het vliegtuig om mijn paspoort te bekijken en hij 
stempelde erin:’Uitgewezen’. Ik vroeg 
hem:”’Begrijp je de wet? Ben je je er van bewust 
dat je een stempel van uitwijzing in iemand's 
paspoort zet, iemand die nog nooit enige mis- 
daad begaan heeft?” 

Ik pakte zijn pen en kraste het stempel door 
dat hij in mijn paspoort had gezet. Hij zei:” Wat 
bent u aan het doen?” 

Ik zei:”Ik ben NIET uitgewezen. Ik vertrek 
gewoon - en jij tekent hier!” Hij werd zo bang… 
Ik zei:”Als je niet tekent, dan moet je morgen in 
de rechtbank tekenen. Zo niet, vertel me dan wat 
voor misdaad ik begaan heb en kom met be- 
wijzen.” 

Mijn paspoort is een historisch document 
geworden! Hij tekende onmiddellijk, uit angst, 
en gaf nu een stempel dat ik eenvoudigweg 
Griekenland verliet, niet was uitgewezen. 

Op het internationale vliegveld van Athene 
waren politiefunctionarissen - alsof ik een ter- 
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rorist was! Er waren mensen van de nieuwsme- 
dia aanwezig en ze wilden me een paar vragen 
stellen. Ik stond ze te woord en vertelde ze, dat 
deze politiefunctionarissen dezelfde mensen 
waren, zo leek het tenminste, die Socrates 
moeten hebben vergiftigd, om dezelfde redenen. 
Maar het is nog te vroeg voor mij.…Socrates had 
tenminste zijn hele leven al achter de rug, een 
lang leven. Hij was geen toerist. Ik zou na twee 
weken toch weggegaan zijn. En deze mensen 
hadden geen arrestatiebevel, alleen geladen 
geweren tegen iemand die niet eens een plastic 
mes bij zich had. 

Het hoofd van de politie kwam uit de menigte 
naar me toe om tussenbeide te komen en ik zei 
tegen hem:”Ik hou er niet van als iemand zich 
met mij bemoeit. Ga terug naar je plaats en houd 
verder je mond, want deze mensen nemen jou 
geen interview af; ze zijn MIJ aan het inter- 
viewen!” 

En ik was verbaasd… Hij is het hoofd van de 
politie, en als een geslagen hond ging hij terug 
naar zijn plaats! Ik kon het niet geloven; ik had 
gedacht dat hij zou gaan ruzien - en ik wilde hem 
laten ruzien omdat alle nieuwsmedia aanwezig 
waren, televisieploegen van de hele wereld. 
Misschien was hij bang, dat als hij iets zou 
zeggen… deze man scheen een beetje vreemd te 
zijn! Niemand zegt tegen een officier van politie 
“Houd je mond en ga terug naar je plaats.”’, dus 
het is beter om je achter de menigte te ver- 
schuilen. 

Ik vroeg de mensen die me gearresteerd 
hadden:”Kan ik vannacht in een hotel in Athene

blijven? Het is al laat, twaalf uur's nachts. Mijn 
vliegtuig staat hier; ik vertrek morgenochtend.” 

Ze zeiden:”Nee, we kunnen je zelfs niet eens 
toestaan een paar minuten te blijven. Je moet 
onmiddellijk vertrekken. Dat is het bevel van de 
minister-president””… Alleen uit angst voor een 
oude idioot, de aartsbisschop, die vanaf de aller- 
eerste dag dat ik Griekenland binnenkwam heeft 
geprotesteerd. 

De aartsbisschop had gedreigd met “Ik ga 
protesteren’’, maar dat gebeurde maar nooit, dus 
ging ik informeren: Amrito, zoek eens uit wat er 
aan de hand is. Ik wacht op het protest maar het 
komt maar niet”. 

Amrito vertelde:"”Het zal nooit komen, omdat 
er behalve zes oude vrouwen niemand meer naar 
zijn kerk gaat, dus hij zou op een idioot lijken, als 
hij een protestmars leidt die bestaat uit zes oude 
vrouwen die met een been in het graf staan. Hij 
dreigt alleen maar. Wie gaat die dreiging nu 
uitvoeren - dat hij het huis gaat opblazen - deze 
oude besjes?” 

Amrito en mijn andere sannyasins en de intel- 
ligentsia van Griekenland, Nobelprijswinnaars - 

allemaal zijn ze aan het protesteren dat ze me 
absoluut illegaal, ongrondwettelijk, hebben 
behandeld. Hun gevecht gaat door. En ik heb 
Amrito verteld: “Wanneer je het voor elkaar 
krijgt dan kom ik en zal ik alle sannyasins van 
alle Europese landen uitnodigen te komen. Dan 
zullen wij protesteren en een demonstratie 
houden tegen deze oude idioot. En dan zullen we 
eens zien wat hij kan doen.” 

Maar het is vreemd. Toen ik gearresteerd 
werd, sliep ik. Mijn secretaresse, Anando, stond 


buiten op de veranda. Ze zei tegen de politiefunc- 
tionarissen: “”Ga even zitten, dan zullen we hem 
wakker maken. Laat hem tenminste andere 
kleren aantrekken en dan kunnen jullie doen wat 
je wilt.” 

Ze zeiden:’""We kunnen niet wachten.” 

Toen ik wakker werd gemaakt hoorde ik dat 
ze stenen tegen de ramen en glazen deuren be- 
gonnen te gooien. Ik had geen idee wat er alle- 
maal gebeurde; ik dacht even ’Misschien is dit de 
aartsbisschop met zijn zes oude vrouwen’ - 
waarschijnlijk miste ik de hele happening - er 
ontplofte dynamiet. Maar het waren de poli- 
tiefunctionarissen die het deden - en zij hadden 
ook dynamiet! 

Ze hebben nog steeds niet gereageerd op het 
protest dat namens mij geuit is door de Griekse 
intelligentsia. De politici hebben niets te zeggen; 
ze houden gewoon hun mond dicht. 

Terwijl ik hier zit, vecht ik in vijfentwintig 
landen - overal waar mijn sannyasins zijn - ofwel 
in rechtszaken, of in protesten of in parlementen. 
Misschien is dit nog nooit eerder vertoond: 
iemand die hier zit, die nooit zijn huis verlaat, die 
zelfs nooit deze stad bezoekt… 

Maar liefde heeft zijn eigen manieren en 
liefde heeft zijn eigen wapens. Ook al is Socrates 
sinds vijfentwintighonderd jaar dood, zijn 
gevecht gaat door. Ik ben een deel van dat 
gevecht. Het is hetzelfde gevecht met dezelfde 
mensen: alleen de lichamen zijn veranderd en 
anders niets. 

Amrit Theodorus, nu moet je ook deel gaan 
uitmaken van dit gevecht. Illegale en niet-con- 
stutionele zaken zouden niet mogen voortduren 
in welk land dan ook dat zichzelf democratisch 
noemt, maar luistert naar de dreigementen van 
religieuze priesters. Als het land werkelijk de- 
mocratisch was zou de aardsbisschop al 
vanwege zijn dreigement gearresteerd moeten 
zijn. Hij heeft een misdaad begaan, in ieder geval 
dreigde hij ermee. 


aar inplaats van hem te straffen, ben ik 
M gestraft. Maar ik ben in zoveel landen 

gestraft, dat ik er nu bijna van begin te 
genieten!

“He Has Amazing Eyes” 


An interview with Padmashree Ustad Zakir Hussain 


Ustad Zakir Hussain has played in 
two concerts in Rajneeshdham recently. 
His performances have shown a mas- 
tery of the tablas that successfully defies 
description. When listening to him, it is 
virtually impossible to not understand 
what Bhagwan means when He calls 
music the closest thing to meditation. In 
Gautama the Buddha Auditorium, with 
upwards of 5000 people present, there is 
a distinct feeling of emptiness in the 
hall. 

The Rajneesh Times International 
managed to interview him between the 
premier of his new film “Imagination” 
and his next tabla concert. 

RTI: You have achieved world 
fame ata very early age. Would you like 
to tell us something about your musical 
background? At 37, you are the young- 
est man to ever win the Padma Shree 
Award, giving you the title “Ustad” or 
master. 

ZH: 1 started playing tablas at the 
age of four. 1 never really studied— 
nobody taught me in that sense—not 
until [ played for the first time on stage. 
My father was playing with Ali Akbar 
Khan when something happened and he 
had to leave the concert. He called me on 
stage and told me: “Do this!” So that’s 
what I did. 

RTI: How old were you then? 

ZH: About seven. For the next few 
years 1 became this celebrated child 
prodigy — being so young I could do no 
wrong. But when 1 turned sixteen, 


things started to become serious—all 
of the sudden I wasn't the cute child 
anymore. 

After that first performance I 
played for eight hours every day. Ihave 
a strong connection with my father. He 
would start to play something and I 
would complete it. In the late sixties he 
started to play tapes of western music. 
I got interested and decided to go to the 
west and become a big rock star. I met 
Grateful Dead and lived with them for 
four years. met Jimi Hendrix in Mon- 
treal Park. Leaving India was the best 
thing that could have happened, be- 
cause I got in touch with a very broad 
range of different ethnic music. But 
running around after all these musi- 
cians, all of the sudden I realized that I 
also had something very precious to 
offer—the tradition of Indian music. 

So then, at the perfect time in the 
right place, 1 heard that Ali Akbar 
Khan, the world's most famed sarod 
player, had opened his institute in San 
Francisco. He needed a tabla player 
and so I joined him. He is a great 
master. Without ever saying a word to 
me, he showed me things in Indian 
music that I had never seen before. 

RTI: Bhagwan has talked about the 
meeting between east and west— how 
they can both benefit from each other 
and become more complete. Could you 
say something about how this has hap- 
pened in your music? 

ZH: Indian music was becoming 


stagnant. We were always the teachers. 
In western music 1 had to learn some- 
thing completely new to me—a whole 
different background and culture. 
Through this learning process I became 
more open. It made my playing richer 
than any traditional tabla playing, more 
balanced. On the one side is the excite- 
ment that comes through playing with 
great western musicians like John 
McLaughlin and Jan Gabarek. On the 
other side is the depth reached through 
people like Ali Akbar Khan, Ravi Sh- 
ankar and my father, Alla Rakha. 

RTI: How do your music and your 
personal development relate? 

ZH: In music and hife there is al- 
ways more to learn— it never stops. My 
music and I are one. It's my medium - 
all my emotions are in it. IfI play better 
music, then [ am a better person. As an 
accompanist [ have to tune into the 
other person completely. The more 1 
grow, the more my music grows, and 
vice versa. 

RTI: Is there meditation in your 
playing? 

ZH: We learn deep concentration, 
and to go inside ourselves. And within 
us there is an unseen contact estab- 
lished, a mental string we are both tied 
with. If that contact doesn't get estab- 
lished, we can still have a concert—I 
play what I like, so does the other 
musician, and the standard stuff we do 
together. But that special spark hap- 
pens when you dig deep inside, go to the

core of what you are, of what your 
music is. To be able to do that is a dream 
we all live for.

RTI: How did you like playing in 
Buddha Hall, in front of a sannyasin 
audience? 

ZH: I was very tired. If the concert 
would have been anywhere else, it 
would have been a disaster. But some- 
how the feeling of this place entered me 
enough for me to get into playing. I 
hope someday to get another chance to 
play here, when I’m in a better state of 
mind. 

(Ustadji did play in Rajneeshdham 
again, soon after this interview. His 
concert with Pundit Shivkumar Sharma 
was delicious and captivating. — Ed.) 

RTI: You were in discourse this 
morning. How was that for you? 

ZH: I slept about two hours last 
night, so at times I wasn’t totally there. 
But listening to Bhagwan, I felt as if I 
was speaking. He was saying exactly 
what 1 wanted to say. People were 
laughing at times, but I stayed seri- 
ous— because 1 felt that I was talking, 
that [ was saying what I had always 
wanted to say. 

RTI: How did you find Bhagwan? 

ZH: Fantastic! He has amazing 
eyes. He is a very special person, full of 
strength. It is the first time I have heard 
Him live. He hasalot to say to meon my 
behalf —the same things I say to my- 
self, but they don’t sound as convincing 
when I say them. When I play music, I 
am always at peace. And when I passed 
through the gate here, I had that same 
feeling everything here is as it should 
be.

All the world was raging around 
Bhagwan, at Bhagwan, as He gave 
these talks.

Book Review — 
J. Krishnamurti, a Biography 
by Pupul Jayakar Penguin Books, 
New Delhi 1986 

Pupul Jayakar’s J. Krishnamurti, a 
Biography is a third rate biography of a 
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mant mind suddenly alive; it can put 
you on fire. It can make you blossom 
into thousands of flowers, just in a 
single moment. The moment becomes 
so intense that it is almost equal to 
eternity. This is the only way to de- 
cide—everything else is meaningless.” 

Turn to any page and you encounter 
a gem which may leave you wondering 
for an hour or the rest of your life. 
Highly readable, these select state- 
ments cut to the core of Bhagwan’s 
insights into the human predicament, 

The first volume of its kind, Gold 
Nuggets, is an excellent introduction to 
Bhagwan. For those familiar with His 
work, the effect is frequently breathtak- 
ing. 
“Sex is the beginning of life, and 
death is the end of life; so they are two 
ends of one energy, two poles of one 
energy. They cannot be unconnected. 
Perhaps sex is death in installments. 
And death is sex wholesale.” 

One feels like a child with so many 
beautiful colored stones, wanting to 
show them all. The reader will often 
find himself stopping friends to share 
something new he has found here. 

Beautifully designed and illustrated 
with brush paintings, this book takes us 
to a world where all that glitters is gold. 


d first rate human

between.

Krishnamurti. 

It is the story of 
j Pupul Jayakar’s 
“important” position 
with Krishnamurti 
and her “close” rela- 
tionship to Indira 
Gandhi, all calcu- 
lated to impress the 
reader. This woman 
is no seeker, she is a 
politician. 

It is not surpris- 
l ing, then, that she 
{ does not understand 
Krishnamurti at all. 
She assumes that 
Krishnamurti is ex- 
| amining his own 
mind. She does not 
understand the ways of an enlightened 
man. Such a man has a clarity. He sim- 
ply sees and acts. He does not need any 
thought processes to come to a conclu- 
sion. She, on the other hand, is very 
much interested in the mind. 

The comments made by her to 
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Krishnamurti, which she reports ad 
nauseum as though they were signifi- 
cant, reveal that she is obsessed with 
intellectualism and unable and unwill- 
ing to understand his simple message. 
She argues with and attempts to correct 
him. As Krishnamurti told her, she 
tends to be hard. She lacks the open 
heart that is usually associated with a 
“disciple”. 

What she does tell of 
Krishnamurti’s life is a whitewash of 
events which surround him. She 
glosses over the scandal of the rebellion 
and theft of money by Krishnamurti’s 
secretary Rajgopal. She also glosses 
over the story of her sister Nadini’s 
relationship with Krishnamurti. 

When Nadini separated from her 
husband, it was widely accepted that 
she did so because she was in love with 
Krishnamurti, and that he was in love 
with her but refused to marry her. Jay- 
akar neglects to mention any of that and 
reports instead that the only scandal 
was that Nadini spent so much time 
away from her husband in religious 
pursuits. An interesting way to write a 
biography about a man of truth. 

In her long description of the con- 
tact between Krishnamurti and. Indira 
Gandhi, Jayakar says that Krishnamurti 
told Gandhi to act rightly without re- 
gard for the consequences. As a result, 
Gandhi called off the state of emer- 
gency she had enforced in the country, 
resulting in her overthrow by Moraji 
Desai and her subsequent imprison- 
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ment. All of India suffered for two 
years under Desai’s control — a conse- 
quence that cannot be disregarded. Ei- 
ther Krishnamurti was an impractical 
man, or Gandhi and Jayakar misunder- 
stood him, an event that would not be. 
surprising. 

Jayakar was once interested in 
Bhagwan as well as Krishnamurti, as 
long as there was no conflict between 
truth and politics. Now she wants to 
play “auntie” to Rajiv Gandhi, and 
believes it is in her political interest to 
oppose Bhagwan. Recently she pre- 
vented reports of the success of 
Bhagwan’s books at the International 
Book Fair in Delhi from appearing in 
radio and television, while Indian Ex- 
press reported that the booth with 
Bhagwan’s books was the most popular 
booth by far. She also made sure a 
television program about the book 
Millenium, which is positive about 
Bhagwan, appeared at a time when 
there would be few viewers. 

Jayakar proudly holds herself as 
vice-president of the Krishnamurti 
Foundation, an organization Krish- 
namurti repeatedly said was not to be an 
organization at all. She did not listen. 
Krishnamurti also told her to stay away 
from politics, but she did not listen. 

The only thing that can be said 
about this book is, “poor Krish- 
namurti”. He deserved more authentic 
disciples and he deserves a better 
biography.

Swami Anutosh Pradip, your question is hi- 
larious, to say the least! Let them go on their way, 
why should you be worried? The mind is going 
in one direction, the heart is going in another 
direction—it is none of your business to inter- 
fere. You simply remain a witness and see where 
these fellows are going. 

Not understanding the secret of awareness is 
the cause of your problem. You are neither the 
heart nor the mind. You are a pure consciousness 
behind it. And unless you get identified, they 
cannot go anywhere. They don’t have energy of 
their own. î 

You ask me,“Is it always good to follow the 
heart?” And I have been teaching you that your 
heart, your body, your mind, should follow you. 
This is how we go on misunderstanding. 

You are not to be a follower of any of them; 
you are to be simply a witness. And witnessing 
the mind moving in one direction and the heart in 
another is a great experience; the experience that 
you are neither of them. You can remain above 
and they cannot move very far. They need each 
other's support, and finally they need energy 
from you— because you are life; they are only 
instruments. 

Your question is just like this, that “My left 
hand wants to follow this side, my right hand 
wants to follow that side— what am I supposed to 
do?” Of course, to follow the right is always 
good. Right is right and left is wrong. But not to 
follow is the secret of freedom. 


And once your heart and yourmindknowthat | 


you are not a man who is going to follow, they 
will stop quarreling; they will stop moving, 
because they don't have any energy. The energy 
comes from you. Ând it comes because you get 
identified with them. But every identification is 
wrong. 

You cannot even have a lovely time without 
inquiring why, and that destroys your whole joy. 
The questions are a disturbance. No question is 
of any importance. Just to be silent and watch 
what goes on around in you—in the mind, in the 
heart—and remain aloof, will solve not only this 
question; it will solve all your questions. But 
mind loves to ask. 

Although you are saying you feel very happy 
following the heart and you know it is always 
good. Who told you? The heart has also com- 
mitted as many crimes as the mind. 

When a Mohammedan destroys the statue of 
a Gautam Buddha, do you think he is doing it 
from the mind? It is his heart. When he forces 
somebody on the point of the sword to change his 
religion and become a Mohammedan, do you 
think he is following his mind? He is following 
his heart. The heart has its own conditionings, 
which go deeper than the conditionings of the 
mind. 

The heart has always been praised for the 
simple reason that it gets no chance— mind goes 
on playing the whole game. And the society 
prepares you not to listen to the heart. 

But the Christians who were killing Moham- 
medans and the Mohammedans who were killing 
Christians— and they are still doing that— not for 
a moment does a doubt arise that what they are 
doing is absolutely inhuman and cannot be relig- 
ious. If it was done by the mind, the question 
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heart…the heart does not know questioning. 
They feel with absolute certainty that if a man is 
killed in a crusade, which they call jihad, then 
that man has already reached paradise. And the 
more people you kill, the more certain becomes 
your paradise. 

These are not mind things. They have entered 
the heart, slowly, slowly sinking in, down the 
centuries. There is just one difference, that mind 
always questions what you are doing, whether it 


is right or wrong. The heart never 
questions.That’s why all the religions want you 
to surrender, to be faithful, to believe. These are 
the qualities which enter the heart. 


1 don’t teach the mind—for that, there are 
thousands of universities. I don’t teach the heart 
because 1 know the heart can do things more 
cruelly than the mind, because mind at least hesi- 
tates. The heart believes totally. 

[teach you awareness of your being, beyond 
both the heart and the mind. And I say unto you: 
disidentify yourself and they will forget going 
this way or that way. And for the first time you 
will be the master and they will be simply ser- 
vants. You can order them, and they have to fol- 
low, because without your order they cannot get 
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Anutosh Pradip, as far as your problem is 
concerned, let both of them go wherever they 
want. You simply remain centered—above, 
alert, not to be dragged around by them and not 
to be influenced by them. Then your purity of 
awareness will lead you to the cosmic purity of 
existence. That is the only way of merging with 
the whole. All else is just an utterly futile exer- 
cise. 

Your silence will take you to the right 
path. Neither your mind knows silence nor your 
heart. 

Your consciousness will take you in the right 
direction. Neither your mind knows how to be 
conscious nor your heart. They are both fast 
asleep, and whatever they do is going to prove 
stupid, dangerous to yourself and dangerous to 
others. 

If all the crimes that have been committed in 
the world are counted, then you will be surprised 
that all the religions are the fundamental causes 
of those crimes. And they teach love and they 
practice hate, and they teach oneness and they 
practice discrimination. 

The religious history of man is so mean, so 
ugly, that to be part of any religion is to prove that 
you are retarded, that you don’t know what these 
religions have done. 

Don't take any problem, any question, seri- 
ously. Your taking them so seriously makes them 
important and forces you to find the solution. 
Whenever a question arises in you, just be silent 
and watch the arising of the question— 
watch how it becomes more condensed, watch 
how it becomes more clear— but go on watching. 
And you will be surprised, that just as you are 
simply watching and not getting involved, it 
starts evaporating. Soon there is trememdous si- 
lence left behind it. And this silence is the an- 
swer. 

But what people do is, a question arises in 
their mind…and there thousands of questions, 
you will need millions of lives to find the an- 
swers for all of them; still you will remain igno- 
rant, knowledgably ignorant. And because of the 
question you start asking others— perhaps some- 
body else knows the answer. That makes you a 
beggar. And the knowledge that you get from 
others is borrowed; it is not going to help you at 
all. 

One thing, and only one thing helps: watch 
the question and don’t be dragged by it in any di- 
rection. Be silent, and see the whole question, 
what happens to it. It comes and it goes. No 
question remains. It is just like signatures on 
water. You have not made even your full signa- 
ture and they have started disappearing. 

The art of meditation is how to make your 
questions disappear. Not to answer you, because 
the answer will bring new questions and there is 
no end to it. But meditation will leave you in a 
space where there is no question, no answer, but 
only a purity, a simplicity, the same as that you 
had known when you were born. You were alive, 
but there was no question. You were so full of 
wonder, your eyes sparkled seeing a small 
thing…

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The more I meditate, the more empty 1 get 
inside. 1 had an idea that when one meditates, 
one slowly is transformed into being more laugh- 
ing and loving, but I just get hollow and empty 
and start withdrawing myself from others. I 
prefer now to be alone, but I do not feel happy; 
the hollowness in me makes me feel deep sorrow. 
Bhagwan, what is happening to me? 


Dolma, I know what is missing in you and 
that is a trust. You have not been able to get rid 
of your guilt that you are carrying within your- 
self. 

[ have been asked, “Should Dolma be al- 
lowed in the commune or not ?”— because you 
were part of that company who destroyed the 
commune in America. But I could not say that 
you should be stopped from entering the com- 
mune… 

It would have been tremendously helpful if 
you had revealed in what ways you participated 
in destructive things — because you were very 
intimately part of the gang— but you are hiding 
all that. That is making you hollow; otherwise, in 
this place, nobody is hollow. Everybody who 
goes in does not find emptiness, but finds noth- 
ingness, which is totally different from empti- 
ness. 

Emptiness is something sad. Nothingness is 
another name of fullness; it is overflowing. You 
don’t find love arising because the guilt is heavy. 
There is still time: if you confess everything that 
you have done, you will be relieved of it. 

Just few days before, Patipada was here and 
she wrote that she wants to be in the commune. 
Il asked her first for an apology, because she was 
also like you, although not that deep in the 

destructiveness. She replied that “T don’t feel that 
I have done anything wrong and I don’t feel like 
apologizing.” 

T said, “Then itis up to you, but you cannot be 
part. It is better you leave.” 

After two months she came again and with 
tears wrote a letter saying, “1 am very sorry. I 
know Ihave done wrong things and Iknow have 
been part of many things which culminated in 
and helped the government to destroy the com- 
mune. T was wrong to say that I have nothing to 
be sorry for. I am sorry and I apologize”. 

I said, “If it is coming from your deepest 
heart, is not just a political, diplomatic strategy, 
then you will find your home again amongst my 
people. I will not prevent you. I will give you 
another chance.” 

But Dolma, IT was hoping, would express 
herself, her guilt and her apology— but she has 
not done that. She is here but she cannot be part 
because of that guilty feeling that “IT have misbe- 
haved, [have misused the trust and love and com- 
passion.” She will find herself alone among 
thousands of people who are here, surrounded by 
a wall of her own guilt. 

If she wants to be free, she has to confess it , 
and the confession has not to be diplomatic. If it 
is diplomatic it is not going to help. If it is 
authentic it will transform immediately your 
sadness into laughter, your aloneness into a 
meaningful meeting and merging in the com- 
mune. 

You have not even asked in your question the 
real thing. It is very strange: people have prob- 
lems, but they ask something else. They don’t 
expose themselves. You are asking about medi- 
tation as if you are a meditator, you are saying, 
“The more empty I get inside” — and I know you 
have never been inside. If even once you have 
been inside, your first realization would have

been that you owe something to the commune— 
an apology at least. 

You are saying, “TI had an idea that when one 
meditates, one slowly is transformed into being 
more laughing and loving.” Do you understand 
what you are writing in your question? “IT had an 
idea that when one meditates…” Certainly it is 
not your experience, just an idea, that “when one 
meditates one slowly is transformed into being 
more laughing and loving, but I just get hollow 
and empty and start withdrawing myself from 
others.” But this is not because you are meditat- 
ing. 
Just face the reality and look in the mirror and 
remove your masks. What is your idea only will 
be found to be just phony. Meditate. 

But right now, in the condition in which you 
are, you cannot meditate. And because you can- 
not meditate, the guilt does not allow you to mix 
with people… because these are the same people 
you have betrayed. 

It is so easy to accept, because it is very 
human to err, and it is more human to realize that 
one has erred, that one has committed a mistake. 
It is not something that one has to be afraid of. 

I am not sending you into hell—but if you 
don’t accept and realize what has been done by 
you or by the company in which you were an 
intrinsic part, you will remain empty and you will 
start withdrawing from people and finally you 
will create the hell. The hell is not somewhere 
else, it is not geographical. It is your psychol- 
ogy—a psychology which is messed up, con- 
fused, and has become ugly and is afraid to 
expose itself to the sun and to the wind. 

Dolma, just do that. Search within yourself, 
because nobody knows more than you what has 
been happening in the group of which you were 
part, what kind of power trip, and in that power 
trip what kind of blindness. And the things that 
you did in that blindness were supported. 1 did 
not object. 

Unless you unburden your heart, it is very 
difficult for me to help you. And you will feel 
deep sorrow. [feel compassion for you… because 
I don’t have any condemnation for anyone. 
People are unconscious and they go on doing 
things which they don't know where they will 
lead, what will be the consequences. 

So it is not just you; everybody is in the same 
boat. And one should be always alert that when- 
ever he finds that he has done something wrong, 
although there was a certain feeling that this was 
not the thing to do, still one went on doing it 
because it was giving power, prestige, respecta- 
bility. 

The group to which you belonged in the 
commune in America, none of that group was a 
meditator—they had no time to meditate—but 
they were conspiring all kinds of things, even 
trying to murder people. You may not have done 
anything, but if you were part of the group and 
you remained silent, you are as much responsible 
as the person who did it. 

There is no problem; you simply confess 
everything. Just write a letter in Rajneesh Times 
confessing everything that you did and you knew 
was being done by other people and you never 
objected—on the contrary, you supported. You 
will be free of this guilt, this hollowness— and 
then happiness is not very far away 

Meditation is your birthright, one who goes 
into meditation always goes into fullness, into 
nothingness. But nothingness is not emptiness; 
nothingness is simply no-thing-ness—a space, 
pure, unobstructed.

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Mevlana Jalalu’ddin Rumi 


Beloved Bhagwan, 

Just the name of Mevlana Jalaluddin Rumi 
uttered from Your lips sends waves of an un- 
known force like a wild wind through me. Tears 
well up with an unbearable feeling of longing. 
Perhaps I missed Rumi and again, because of 
the same stupidities, Iam missing with You. Be- 
loved, can You comment? 


Deva Abhiyana, it is true: the very word 
mevlana has still, after twelve hundred years, a 
life of its own. And if you are open, mevlana is 
going to stir strange waves, open unknown 
dimensions. 

There have been thousands of masters in the 
world, but nobody's name begins to stir your 
heart and being with a song and with a juice like 
Mevlana. And mevlana simply means: the mas- 
ter. 

In Persian and Arabic and in Urdu, the Mo- 
hammedan countries, the word used for the mas- 
ter is molana. But great must have been the 
disciples of Jalaluddin Rumi, who never called 
him molana; they changed the whole word. 
They started to call him Mevlana: my beloved 
master. 

Molana means a man of great knowledge. It 
has no juice in it; it is dry, desert dry. Mevlana is 
a play on the same word, but a slight change— 
and even those who don’t understand what it 
means, when they hear “Mevlana” something 
starts responding in their being. Ordinary words 
are not that potent, but Mevlana is an exception. 
It has beauty because it does not say that the 
person, Jalaluddin Rumi is a man of knowledge; 
it has some love in it, some trust in it. It does not 


refer to knowledge at all. It simply refers to 
my heart, to my being. Mevlana means: my 
master, and not just my master, but my 
beloved master. 

Since Jalaluddin Rumi, no Sufi mystic 
has been called Mevlana. No other Sufi 
mystic has stirred so many people's hearts. 
So 1 can understand: “Hearing just the 
name of Mevlana,” you say, “sends waves 
of an unknown force, like a wild wind 
through me. Tears well up with an unbear- 
able feeling of longing. Perhaps I missed 
Rumi and again because of the same stu- 
pidities, IT am missing with you. Beloved, 
can you comment?” 

Only one thing I can say to you, 
Abhiyana: it is possible you may have been 
with Mevlana; hence a faraway echo of 
that beautiful man—his dances and his 
songs, his grace and his peace and his 
showering of love—may be stirring you. 
because you are not here for the first time. 
Most of the faces here are perfectly well 
known. You may have changed your mask, 
but that does not mean…it does not mean 
anything. Your inner being still shows 
something that you have carried from 
many many lives. And because you all 
have been here, all the time since eternity, 
there is every possibility—you may have 
missed Mevlana and now a sadness… 

But Mevlana very gracefully allowed 
you to escape; 1 am a different type of man. 1 will 
follow you until you get it! This time you cannot 
miss it— not because of you, but because of me! 

However stupid you are, the very recognition 
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available to you within your own being. 

Kowalski 's son has been acting strangely, so 
Kowalski takes him to the psychiatrist. 

“Tell me, son,” asks the psychiatrist, “how 
many wheels are there on a car?” 

“Four,” replies the boy. 

“Very good,” says the shrink. “And what is 
it that a cow has four of that a woman has two 
of?”

Born in Egypt in 1915, Theodoros 
Papanthakis (now Swami Amrit 
Theodoros) was educated in law at the 
University of Paris. During World War 
II he was parachuted into German- 
occupied Greece and worked with the 
resistance. For that he was awarded 
the Gold Medal of Valor, his nation'’s 
highest honor. 

The countries he was posted to during 
his long diplomatic career included 
Turkey, Iran, Italy and the Soviet Un- 
ion. He retired in 1980. 


When he first heard of Bhagwan 
through His books in 1973, Theodoros 
“understood something different from 
1 had ever understood before. Then I 
heard an audio tape and I understood 
another level.” 

A seeker all his life, he had been study- 
ing meditation when introduced to 
Bhagwan at the sannyasin center in 
Geneva, Switzerland. At the ume he 
was a commercial and economic coun- 
selor in the Greek diplomatic corp and 
a representative to the United Nations 
Organization. 

“My diplomatic post at the time pre- 
vented me from taking sannyas,” the 
73-year-old- man said recently in 
Poona. But I felt that IT was a sannyasin. 
My only real achievement since then is 
that I have stayed a lover of Bhagwan. 
Theodoros continued to collect all of 
Bhagwan’s books, and read them. 

“ During the time I was working, I was 
collecting books from everywhere to 
read when I retired. Now I have been re- 
tired 8 years and I cannot read any of 
these books. 1 am only reading 
Bhagwan.” During the dictatorship, he 
was out of favor and out of a job. He 
used the opportunity to turn inwards 


| and search inside himself. During the 


same period, Theodoros also wrote and 
published two books. 

Bhagwan turned up in Greece in March 
1986, and was turned out by the Greek 
government before Theodoros came 
down from the mountains to hear about 
It. 

“When larrived in Athens, I spoke with 
many educated people there. It was 
obvious that the campaign had been 
organized from abroad, specifically by 
the American CIA.” 

Theodoros, who understands in detail 
the way intelligence agencies work, 
described the probable scenario. 
“Bhagwan arrived and the next morn- 
ing all of the newspapers had printed 
full dossiers about Him. So much 
clamor was raised through the most fa- 
natical religious organizations — or- 
ganizations that are against everything: 
Sigmund Freud and Charles Darwin...” 
“The Greeks themselves did not know 
Bhagwan had arrived. They did not 
know who he was.” 

“After Bhagwan was deported,” Theo- 
doros said, “articles against Him were 
published by newspapers which de- 
pend financially on foreign secret serv- 
ice organizations like the CIA. I even 


saw a small notice against Bhagwan in 


Vima, which is normally a very fine 
newspaper, like the London Times.” 
In a letter he wrote to the newspaper, 
Theodoros praised Bhagwan and pro- 
vided documentation to back up his 
words. Vima, the liberal newspaper 
which normally prints all intelligent 
letters, did not print the letter.

“This means that Vima had orders from 
sources higher than the Greek govern- 
ment, from Greek security services thât 
are themselves controlled by foreign 
governments. These governments con- 
trol the economic and political life of 
Gies,” 

“The anti-Bhagwan campaign was so 
well organized. The professional jour- 
nalists and general public were pro- 
vided with no alternative information.” 
“It was not done by the Greeks. It was 
done in spite of them.” 

Fifteen years after reading Bhagwan 
for the first time, Theodoros has come 
to Poona to take sannyas. “Now that I 
am here 1 understand that He is speak- 
ing from the heart. I’m very glad to have 
made this risky trip.” 

On the morning of March 6, Theodoros 
asked Bhagwan a question about the 
meaning of the three admonitions on 
the walls of the original temple in Del- 
phi: Be, Know Yourself, and Keep the 
Measure. Bhagwan answered the ques- 
tion that night. (Reprinted on pages 6 to 
9 in this issue.) 

“Bhagwan completely explained the 
riddte of Delphi. The greatest philoso- 
phers have not been able to make the 
condensations of these statements that 
Bhagwan has made.” 

“We Greeks do not understand what 
has made Greece great. We do not 
understand what the true religion of our 
ancestors was.” 

“If the Greek intelligentsia could read 
what Bhagwan has said about Pythago- 
ras, Socrates and Heraclitus, they 
would surely invite Him to Greece. lam 
absolutely certain that they will under- 
stand what a unique person Bhagwan is 
and how much He can contribute to the 
awakening of the Greek spirit.” 
“Greece has the love of life spirit ex- 
pressed in Zorba”, Theodoros said, 
“but it lacks meditation. We confuse 
prayer with meditation. Meditation is 
something Bhagwan could share with 
Greeks... It would be very interesting, 
very captivating for them.”

MEDITATION 


Music as Meditation 


In the Secret of Secrets, Volumel, 
Bhagwan has said: The meditations 
concerned with ear energy are feminine 
mêditations, passive — you have just to 
listen, not to do anything. Listening to 
the birds, the wind passing through the 
pine trees, or to some music, or to the 
noise of the traffic — just listening — 
great silence comes in, and great peace 
starts falling and showering on you. 


Shiva said: While listening to stringed 
instruments, hear their composite cen- 
tral sound: thus omnipresence. 

You are hearing an instrument — a 
sitar, or anything. Many notes are there. 
Be alert and listen to the central core, 
the backbone of it around which all the 
notes are flowing, the deepest current 
which holds all the notes together — 
that which is central, just like your 


backbone. The whole body is held by 
the backbone. Listening to the music, 
be alert, penetrate the music, and find 
the backbone of it — the central thing 
which goes on flowing, holding every- 
thing together. Notes come and disap- 
pear, but the central core flows on. 
Become aware of it. 

Basically, originally, music was used 
for meditation: in particular, Indian 
music developed as a method for medi- 
tation, Indian dancing developed as a 
method of meditation. For the doer it 
was a deep meditation, and for the 
audience also it was a deep meditation. 
À dancer or amusician can be a techni- 
cian. If there is no meditation in it, he is 
a technician. He can be a great techni- 
cian, but then the soul is not there — 
only the body. The soul comes only 
when the musician is a deep meditator. 


And music is just the outward thing. 
While playing on his sitar, one is not 
only playing on his sitar: he is also 
playing on his alertness inside. The 
sitar goes on outwardly and his intense 
awareness moves inside. The music 
flows outwardly, but he is aware, con- 
stantly alert of the innermost core of it. 
And that gives samadhi! That becomes 
ecstasy! That becomes the highest 
peak! 

But what are you doing when you listen 
to music? You are not meditating. On 
the contrary, you are using music as 
something like alcohol. You are using it 
to be relaxed, you are using it for 
self-forgetfulness. This is the misfor- 
tune, the misery: the techniques which 
were developed for awareness are 
being used for sleep. And this is how 
man goes on doing mischief with him- 
self.

With that 
music, finding the composite central 
core, you will become awake, and with 
that awakening you will be every- 
where. 
Right now, you are “somewhere” — a 
point which we call “ego”. That is the 
point where you are. If you can become 
awake, this point will disappear. You 
will not be anywhere then: you will be 
everywhere — as if you have become 
all. You will have become the ocean, 
you will have become the infinite.
